rarely  ever  spent  a  silent  faabbath.  He  seems  to  have  had 
great  admiration  for  John  the  Baptist  as  a  model  backv.oods 
preacher.  It  was  evidently  his  belief  that  it  ras  his  duty  to 
lij.t  up  f.  voice  in  the  Pocahontas  wilderness  against  the  van¬ 
ities  of  the  times,  nis  spirit  would  be  deeply  stirred  by  the 
advent  of  a  new  fashion,  and  he  would  loot  up  liathew  xi.8  for 
his  text.  'But  what  went  ye  out  for  to  see?  A  man  clothed  in 
soft  raiment?  Behold  they  that  wear  soft  clothing  ore  in  kin¬ 
gs  houses"*  While  commenting  on  the  wearing  of  soft  raiment 
he  would  assign  to  the  fashions  and  the  vices  their  portion 
in  due  season,  es  he  thought  it  was  needed.  "Bov  ^ust  coneid 
er  whet  I  say,  my  brethern  and  hearers,  how  would  John  the 
Eaptist  have  looked  in  a  swallow  tailed  coat,  pointed  toed 
shoes,  pipe,  whiskey  bottle  end  stove-pipe  hat."  The  devout 
people  felt  it  would  have  been  out  of  the  question  for  John 
to  have  been  fond  of  such  things,  and  many  of  the  young  peo¬ 
ple  from  their  talk  evidently  thought  that  to  be  in  the  fas¬ 
hion  was  to  make  a  long  step  in  the  downward  path.  bhile  it 
is  hard  to  suppres^fmr  smiles,  still  it  must  be  ack.norle.ged 
that  when  it  was  felt  to  be  a  Christian  duty  to  be  plain  and
